Democratic Education 
UPERVISION may defined the study all the 
conditions affecting classroom instruction and its im- 
provement modern organized society, the best develop- 
ment the teachers and pupils, shortly, “Pupil growth 
through teacher 

But pupil growth through teacher growth must have strong 
philosophy objective aim behind it, that the growth may not 
become vitiated, gnarled, and twisted due lack under- 
standing the wide needs and objectives that should govern 
the educative processes throughout the entire period the 
pupil’s education, from the kindergarten the graduate school 
university. The philosophy supervision should based 
first and foremost the moral principles revealed God and 
perpetuated the Catholic Church; secondly, the individ- 
ual needs the student who unit mind and will, body 
and soul, with eternal destiny achieved here earth; 
that is, eternal happiness heaven; thirdly, supervision must 
provide and guided the fundamental principle democ- 
racy, and must prepare all its functions and operations 
that democratic principle which our country had been 
founded inculcating its plans for pupil growth through 
teacher growth, nothing but democratic methods 
cedures for preparing the child become worthy member 
the society for which destined. 

From investigation and study conducted over period 
years the extent and the practices ‘supervision 
Catholic high schools, the writer presents the following com- 
pilation what the Catholic supervisors are doing and how 
they are doing and brief discussion the devices that they 
employ their programs supervision. report the com-

outline the general supervisory devices used the super- 
visors. 

The data has been obtained the medium the question- 
naire which was sent 231 Catholic schools states 
the Union. The results herein presented were compiled from 
104 answers received from the principals their schools. 
Omitting any discussion the “Organization the Adminis- 
tration the Catholic Schools” the “Types Supervision” 
the “Time Devoted Supervision” any discussion 
what one teacher termed “The Almighty Supervisor and the 
Teaching the following consideration the direct 
supervisors. 


Use Supervisory Devices 


Whether the devices utilized the supervisors are the best 
not for fostering what has been defined the democratic 
principle instruction and supervision, wherein the spirit 
democracy and self-reliance developed, was not discussed 
because the natural nausea that radiates from such dis- 
cussion, which can nothing else but the representation 
individual’s opinion. matter how well founded may be, 
would itself contradict that democratic purpose letting 
the reader listener make his own conclusions, once hears 
and sees the actual facts presented him. 

Supervision itself may indirect; that is, 
dependent the method which practiced. the super- 
visor personally present the school system, directs the 
programs himself, and personally guides its methods, then 
and indirect devices which are employed the Catholic

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direct; but does issuing written suggestion, bul- 
letins, circulars, then primarily indirect, even the 
other officers charge are directly responsible him for its 
functioning. The devices for direct and indirect supervision 
are many and varied, commensurate the ability and in- 
genuity the supervisors and their needs. How these devices 
may used program, what actual provisions must 

made the supervisor, plan his budgeted time, and 
detailed outline his procedures and activities are not in- 
cluded here, but simply report the devices which are 
used them and therefore open any conclusion that any 
teacher wishes make concerning them, more less ac- 
cordance with the principles right thinking and democracy 
which have been suggested above. 

Suggestive Bulletins. The first item reported the 
supervisors was “Suggestive Bulletins.” Forty-three schools, 
which per cent the total number schools, reported 
the use professional bulletins. Fifty per cent these bul- 
letins were supplied the principals themselves and only 
per cent the supervisors. Barr suggests that anything 
that deals with the improvement classroom instruction 
phase These bulletins may concerned with 
any field instruction that carried the school and the 
simplicity and economy this device should make popular 
with the principals and supervisors. Bulletins varied topics 
can obtained easily from local, state, and national head- 
quarters well from many educational organizations. 

Helpful Bibliographies. Only per cent the schools re- 
ported the use helpful bibliographies. Certainly this 
important means keeping the teacher date and out 
the danger falling into monotonous routine. 

Tests. Intelligence Tests. Barr again here cited say- 
ing that the use reliable tests one the objective means 
discovering educational needs.* Forty-three schools, 
per cent the total number schools investigated, indicated 
the use intelligence tests means supervision.

Achievement Tests. Because the unreliability any 


one standardized test for achieving norm student’s 
ability and accomplishment any one school given 
locality, good practice check the results obtained 
from one test further testing. This the conclusion 
Harl Douglass and Charles Only twenty- 
nine Catholic high schools reported the use the achieve- 
ment tests. 

Aptitude Tests. Only twelve Catholic schools used the 
aptitude tests and the reason most frequently given was the 
prohibitive cost the tests.

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Questionnaires Teachers. The questionnaire teachers 
valuable tool educational research the hands 
principal supervisor, further the improvement instruc- 
tion. Used discriminately, may the means discovering 
the objective needs and remedies within the school system and 
fostering scholarly criticism the teachers. 

Only seventeen, per cent, the schools reported 
the use questionnaires teachers. The purposes were 
determine the teacher’s efficiency, and prepara- 
tion for the educational conferences, and one case, de- 
termine the pupil attitude. 

Reports Teachers. Kyte states that “By far the best edu- 
cational laboratory for conducting many the educational 
experiments the classroom. furnishes the practical con- 
ditions which the applications the research are intended 

What the teacher reports either original contribution 
any phase classroom education prepared form, 
must have some significance and should given respect- 
able consideration, pedagogical progress maintained. 

the author’s investigation the forty-three Catholic schools 
that use this item supervision seem most instances 
quite hazy the purpose the reports the teachers. 
Only two them seemed have definite aim which 
information was given disciplinary procedure and the 
delinquent child. The outstanding purpose mentioned the 
supervisors was “Stimulate the Teachers.” 

Visits Teachers. Only thirty-two schools reported the use 
classroom visitation supervisory device. The visits 
were made cursory fashion and only two reported that 
actual preparation was made before their visits. Douglass and 
Boardman state that “In the minds many, supervision and 
classroom visitation have become almost but 
used less because its tendency become mere in- 
spection, objectionable teachers. It, therefore, the duty 
the supervisor make such preparation minimize 
anything objectionable his visits make such provisions 
his program make them desirable. 

further study, that not brought out this presenta- 
tion, the actual investigation was itemized for all schools 
their size. interesting fact was brought out this means 
visits teachers and the time that was 
devoted the task supervision. The fact that the more 
time that the supervisors allocated themselves for super- 
vision the more they utilized the device visiting teachers 
work. 

Teacher Intervisitation. The benefits accruing from intervisi- 
tation, both the visiting and visited teacher, are very doubt- 
ful, done the spirit lark. But much good can result 
from such procedure done spirit friendly co- 
operation and mutual understanding beforehand, and followed 
sane discussion between the two teachers points ob- 
served. Kyte, his book How outlines briefly 
the six steps followed for good interclass visitation. 
the thirty-eight schools that reported the use this device, 
only three required the teachers. 

Faculty Meetings. One the most important duties 
supervisor and the principal according the conclusions 
Nutt hold teachers’ meetings discuss methods and 
hold teachers’ meetings promote teachers’ The

device. Seventy-seven Catholic supervisors reported its use. 
This per cent the total schools that replied the 
questionnaire. 

Faculty meetings should not the types mentioned 
Cubberly list frequently quoted which are not only in- 
effective but positively derogatory and depressive. These are: 
(1) The Bulletin-board type. (2) The Grievance-day type. 
(3) The Grumbling type. (4) The Lecture-by-the-principal 
type. (5) The Routine Business 

The faculty meetings this study were classified into: (1) 
Administrative, (2) Routine, (3) General, (4) Prepared, and 
(5) Teacher Participation. The last named was used 
qualifying classification rather than type. The administra- 
tive and routine conferences are the undesirable type; the 
general are the ones which all types questions are open 
extemporaneous contribution teacher, and the pre- 
pared are the ones with definite plan and preparation 
professional matters some member the faculty under the 
leadership the principal supervisor, the officer 
charge himself. 

The general and administrative meetings are the most 
prevalent among all groups, although more than third 
per cent the schools reporting faculty meeting have 
the prepared form conference. The routine, unplanned, 
calendared type practiced twenty-one schools, and fifty- 
seven schools failed make report the type meetings 
that they held. 

However, the faculty meetings are the most widely used 
supervisory device the Catholic schools and serve indi- 
cate the progress that made the growing conscious recog- 
nition the need co-operation the part all individuals 
connected with the school maintain and develop instruction 
toward ideal principles democratic education. 

Departmental Meetings. Only thirty-three schools the 
number schools considered this study have departmental 
meetings, and these were limited the teachers English and 
religion. Koos, his study, found that two thirds the teach- 
ers desired departmental meetings and considered them dis- 
tinctly valuable and preferable all faculty This 
practice the Catholic schools limited only the larger 
schools. 

Individual Conferences. According Kyte, “There prob- 
ably other supervisory activity which can furnish specific

This, perhaps almost indispensable device 
personal conference was used more than per cent 
the large schools; the reasons why not universally 
were not investigated. May also stated that this super. 
visory practice should have two phases, that “preparing” 
and “repairing”; the “ante” and “post” supervisory in- 
vestigation. 

Discourses and Addresses. Few teachers the Catholic 
schools can avail themselves the opportunities for personal 
improvement and for becoming versed modern 
trends personal attendance national, state, and even local 
educational and teacher conferences. supply some the 
greater vision and alleviate the grip humdrum routine, 
pleasant reports and addresses could made those mem- 
bers the faculty who take active part such meetings 
the regular faculty meetings. 

Forty-one schools have such discourses and addresses 
their own members outside agencies educational mat- 
ters and school polity. 

Supervision Beginning Teachers. That the new teacher 
may begin auspiciously the road pedagogical success, 
needs presupervisory advice and guidance varied array 
topics affecting his personal attitudes toward the pupil, the 
school, and the community, generally agreed all the 
authors supervision today. the one hundred and four 
schools studied, only exactly per cent have reported 
that they have supervision for beginning teachers. this num- 
ber, only per cent indicated organized plan supervision 
for the newly initiated members the teaching staff, which 
shows that only per cent the Catholic schools adequately 
provide for the necessary guidance the beginner the teach- 
ing profession.

Tomorrow the new term begins. There 
will new impulse courage and 
ambition stamped each face offer 
morning greetings and good wishes 
for successful term. There will some 
new faces, new souls that have not yet 
felt the impress personality, that 
offer clean slate. How wise 
then evaluate the lessons that teach, 
turn the question: What teach? 

Ostensibly, teach French and sci- 
ence, with the privilege class re- 
ligion. Absorbing and vital as_ these 
branches are, they are the bare limbs 
the tree knowledge which would 
bring full foliage, flower, and fruit 
each heart and mind. While imparting 
knowledge French verbs and chemical 
formulas the intellect, therefore, 
should teaching other lessons the 
heart and will. the inculcation 
those general habits that will carry over 
from school life that should call forth 
daily effort and foremost 
aims. really teach such habits? 

start our work the morning 
new day often remark boys 
and girls the “godliness cleanliness.” 
would open their eyes the beauty and 
satisfaction that lie what new and 
orderly, clean and neat: new day, 
unspotted sheet, ready for their impress 
upon it. thus dramatizing our be- 
ginnings sound the call orderly ac- 
complishment, but, too frequently, that 
far remember carry the les- 
son. The excitement effort, the press 
time, and absorption the technicali- 
ties French grammar the presenta- 
tion some scientific theory overshadow 
general aims and apt sacri- 
fice neatness and order speed and 
dashing accomplishment. What 
take! sacrifice accuracy speed 
too many times, condemn myself out- 
right one who teaching not for life 
but for school. Then, for the coming 
term, must not accept slovenly work, 

urge slovenly thinking because 
flying and work interesting. Rather, let 
write deeply mind: that the 
task done quickly enough that 
well. Attention neatness the 
room, the order and precision 
explanations, especially their black- 
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accompaniment all such details 
will conduce that one important aim: 
create habit order and neatness 
students. 

Oftentimes, too, make speech 


praise work. believe that there 


greater safeguard, truer, deeper 


solace and sustenance life than work.

be. One may rightly take pride 
glasses filled with molten jewels 
jelly rack drifted with freshly 
poem. students realize this? 
their satisfaction their work aroused 
and fed mine? speak often, too, 
the adornments work: honesty, 
utility, regularity, punctuality, 
oughness, accomplishment Their fruit 
added enjoyment. 

Sometimes child’s dear face dark 
when first glimpse it. Why must even 
children suffer because sin ex- 
One price suffering: physical agony 
and spiritual anguish, above which 
must rise, confident the All-knowing, 
All-loving God, brave the power faith 
gives banish fear and worry and 
face whatever comes with courage and 
trust. This clouded face gives the op- 
portunity teach the lesson fortitude, 
necessary later life. take time 
out lighten that face, arouse that de- 
jected spirit, console and counsel “Be 
not Sometimes; but, just 
often, neglect the chance because the 
day’s program has made provision for 
instruction courage. One minute 
sympathy, one minute encouragement, 
the example lifted head and brave 
smile would certainly schedule 
harm. might even take time tell the 
story the old man who had learned too 
well depend upon Providence, and 
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who, much the annoyance the 
ticket agent, sat calmly hour after hour 
the railroad station waiting for 
Providence provide ticket. 
length the irate agent threw ticket 
him and ordered him take the next 
train. The old gentleman picked the 
ticket, bowed gratefully, and murmured, 
“Thank you, sir, knew that Providence 
would provide.” Then there will 
laughter and two lessons taught, for 
laughter another habit would teach. 

When sum night the day 
school, should count trophies the 
times that have made children 
laugh, the times when something tinged 
with real humor has called forth our 
spontaneous mirth, enlivened the period 
with gay moment shared all. Boys 
and girls whose clear, wholesome laugh- 
ter rings out frequently and easily 
evoked what properly humorous will 
make men and women who are hard 
down. The fearful attitude mind which 
robs its victim ambition, initiative, 
and confidence, which harasses him 
finally despair cannot dwell heart 
that ripples often with laughter. 
course, remind children, while one 
young, easy laugh, but abid- 
ing joy spirit and habit laughter, 
occasionally exercised laughing 
yourself, habit which must culti- 
vated. adults know that when the 
innumerable disappointments, the mo- 
notonies, and the drab commonplaces 
life crowd upon us, the spirit gradu- 
ally loses its resiliency and tends settle 
into narrow, dispirited existence that 
almost distrusts joy. thus slump 
fatal ambition, improvement, and 
eventually happiness. Yet, how dif- 
ficult warn youth this “slough 
slow poison” which beyond its ex- 
perience and comprehension. The lesson 
must indirect one which inculcates 
daily attitude cheerfulness, in- 
domitable courage facing even the 
relatively unimportant tasks the 
school day, the conquest petty worries, 
faith oneself, and God. Be- 
ginning tomorrow, must laugh easily 
myself, especially myself. 

And, beginning tomorrow, must 
more alert perfect the great Law 
Charity myself and children. 
When consider that both eternal and 
temporal success are intimately bound 
with the principles charity 
charity with its countless ramifications: 
patience, kindness, tolerance, courtesy, 
meekness, forbearance, and on, 


through all St. Paul’s beautiful list, 
when examine program for evidence 
that these lessons paramount impor- 
tance have been taught, then must mur- 
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mur another mea culpa. When turn the 
page future chapters pupils’ 
lives and consider their chances for 
happy marriage, for gracious Christian 
social life, then resolution stiffens and 
firmly propose what can pre- 
pare them, matter what the cost 
time and thought, personal charity and 
kindliness. 

the ordinary contacts the class- 
room, can teach courtesy and polite- 
ness watch for the opportunity and 
use it. There, too, can instill tolerance, 
patience, and forbearance: waiting 
for the slower pupils, bearing with 
mistakes, never allowing ridicule 
unjust criticism, judiciously pairing 
off the poorer workers with the better 
ones and requiring kindly co-operation. 
Occasionally there arises opportunity 
step out the world the classroom 
and point broader lesson the Law 
Love for life. 

There are the times when read with 
muted voices some tender love scene 
translate the charming proposal 
Halevy’s L’Abbé Constantin; there lies 
bared before the adolescent mind the 
love man for woman. spite 
the attitude modern world, spite 
the poison some the movies and 
the magazines, spite little per- 
sonal diffidence, can open discussion 
the subject and lead them 
reverently acknowledge that such love 
grave and beautiful thing for which the 
heart youth waits empty setting 
awaits jewel. 

Although modern thought and conduct 
exploit and emphasize the physical fac- 
tors love, can stress its spiritual fac- 
tors. “The love which fuses both into 
worthy whole exists,” can say, “and 
will yours you demand it. You must 
realize its qualities and search for them: 
values the mind and heart and charac- 
ter the beloved above his physical 
gifts and graces; truthful, open, 
opposed clandestinity and secrecy; 
born reverence and nourished 
denial love’s favors rather than 
their indulgence. Remember that you 
may have you demand and are 
worthy it.” Surely would 
harm spend minute saying that.

hers. Since such ideal very 
boys and girls begin its practice now, 
learn daily sacrifice their will and 
pleasure the inclination those among 
whom they live? emphatically not 
platitude that happiest who 
happy; should let the 
young taste such felicity early. 

have noticed that the high-school 
students these past five years, the post- 
depression years, are more mature 
thought and concern than their predeces- 
sors. They have more vital interest 
social problems. Children today 
not have introduced the ills and 
sores society; they are cognizant 
most them, already inured some, 
and easily convinced others. Most 
them have suffered socially 
been self-educated socially such 
extent that they are ready and willing 
wield the tools reform someone 
will only provide the weapons, train them 
for the battle, and set before them 
worthy leadership. What chance for 
the teachers false and harmful 
“isms” Christian teachers not 
beat them it! Day after day the 
daily press, statesmen, economists, and 
sociologists urge the teacher take 
the burden social reform. must 
share, but how? have weighed 
diligently the needs and pondered deeply 
the means; and finally arrived 
feasible plan action. With real convic- 
moral panacea for social ills, the ills 
triple-threat remedy that embodies pre- 
ventative, alleviative, and cure. 

The remedy has four constituents: 
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prudence, justice, temperance, and forti- 
tude; each these has general and 
specific properties. believe that the 
habitual practice these moral virtues 
would make them social forces powerful 
enough prevent, alleviate, and even- 
tually cure all the curable social evils. 
Note that word would not 
all evils would cease exist no, ac- 
cept the words Genesis: Cursed the 
earth thy work. Thorns and 
thistles shall bring forth thee (Gen. 
iii, 3:18, 19). But tilt those wrongs 
caused human agency that can and 
ought righted. 

Let define the terms, again. need 
carve the ideal out sharply mind 

the application these remedies 
moral evils, the working principle 
Reform the individual, must take 
judicious doses those whom would 
have prudent, just, temperate, and 
strong. They turn will carry the 
reformation, and though difficult 
and attentuated process reform 
nation, begin with myself and give in- 
itial impetus perhaps thousand stu- 
dents, something done. Actually, but 
one these boys judges prudently 
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the Court plans the future, returns 
just labor his employer for just 
wage, tempers his desire for pleasure, and 
bears patiently with the shortcomings 
his wife, shall consider the reverbera- 
tions tiny wave reform gigan- 
tic. America will the richer for that 
man. 

That name leads another lesson 
that would teach. the lesson 
America the Beautiful. want the word 
“America” connote these minds not 
small things: the Washington merry-go- 
round, the Democrats, the Republicans; 
not fiendish things: Communism, So- 
cialism, despotism; not feared things: 
depression, unemployment, war 
money greed; not even material things: 
prosperity, luxury, leisure; but ideal 
things: democracy, beauty, peace, home. 
Patriotism, being sense, passion, 
cannot preached the intellect; 
must conceived the heart through 
the intellectual appreciation the 
worth one’s country. Therefore, can 
best teach only indirect lesson, 
occasional word. take time for 
the lesson, the word that will build 
imperceptibly ideal America the 
good, the worth while, the beautiful, the 
true? Perhaps, once year, after have 
saluted the flag, think say, “Do 
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you mean what you say, pledge al- 
legiance’? what you pledge al- 
legiance?” Then put into words our 
half-formed ideals loyalty but that 
all. were more watchful and earn- 
est, could not find other opportunities 
for this lesson? must remind them, too, 
that mere lip service will not help our 
country the best and immediate way 
help train our heads, hearts, and 
hands for the task ‘adult life. 

These, then, are fragments what 
teach mind, the most important 
fragments. have weighed both ques- 
tions: How teach and what teach. 
This brief examination makes more 
certain the dignity and importance 
calling. sure that shall find 
these resolutions and aims ready tools for 
tomorrow, that hand and mind will 
close around them with the grasp ex- 
perience and shall wield them better 
next term. The strength will not 
wholly mine, for not work alone. 
the words Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning the School Sister may add 
two: 


Whoever may 

Discern true ends, shall grow pure enough 

love them, brave enough strive for 
them, 

And strong enough reach them God.

RAISE, tactfully and judiciously administered, 


powerful factor religious education. Wise teachers, 
parents, and others who wish exercise beneficial influence 
upon the lives their associates should employ such 
way that will redound God’s glory and the good souls. 
this they will but follow the example our Blessed Lord, 
St: Paul, and other great men past history well 
the present day. 

But there are and have been learned and holy men who 
maintain that extremely dangerous praise people. The 
great Father Faber says, “Being praised puts for the most 
admonishes and warns, “Praise people little you can 
consistently with kindness; for you never run greater risk 
doing the devil’s work for him than when you praise peo- 
And still shortly after making this statement acknowl-

Now, although Father Faber one favorite authors 
whose works frequently have afforded delightful spiritual 
reading when all others seemed cold and insipid, take the 
liberty differ with him this point.

true its name. will ever bear the marks honesty and 
justice and thus from the start close the door flattery 
diplomacy. 

Since, Father Faber rightly admits, desire for praise 
found every human heart, must have been implanted 
there God for noble purpose. Consequently, our duty 
meet this need our fellow men that may help them 
God’s will more perfectly and lovingly here earth 
bringing out and dedicating His service the best that 
them. praise people the opportune time with the proper 
motive the highest form charity. not everyone thor- 
oughly convinced through personal experience that this 
true? 

Who has not some time other been gladdened, en- 
couraged, and spurred higher attainments the praise 
good and earnest people! How fervently such moments 
turned God with light heart and gratefully gave credit 
Him for having enabled some good. Did the thought 
pride even much enter our mind? Certainly not. Then 
surely there justifiable reason why should 
fearful lest few words well-deserved praise bestowed 
upon our neighbor should inflate him with pride and injure 
him. say the least, most unjust judge him un- 
charitable manner.

St. Paul, this respect, perfect copy the Master, 
his first letter the Corinthians invites imitate 
these his well-known words: “Be followers me, 
also Apparently the Corinthians had done 
some things well which had been enjoined upon them Paul 
and lauds them for this follows: “Now praise you, 
brethren, that all things you are mindful me: and keep 
also had cause for complaint with some them, because 
the Apostle’s absence disorders had crept in, connection with 
the celebration the Eucharistic Sacrifice. This grieved him 
and felt must call their attention the fault. Perfect 
disciplinarian that was, made use the psychological 
moment order that his words correction might well 
received. After having commended them for their loyalty 
him mentioned that which they had failed him and 
concluded with the words: “Do praise you? this praise 
you The last statement particular apparently implies 
that ordinarily praised them. 

Beautiful, indeed, are the words praise his second 
letter the Thessalonians: unto you, and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. are bound 
give thanks always God for you, brethren, fitting 
because your faith groweth exceedingly, and the charity 
every one you toward each other, His tender 
human affection also shines through the tone his words 
the letter addressed Philemon: 

give thanks God, always making remembrance thee 
prayers. 

Hearing thy charity, and faith, which thou hast the Lord 
Jesus, and toward all the saints: 

That the communication thy faith may made evident the 
acknowledgment every good work, that You Christ Jesus. 

For have had great joy and consolation thy charity, because the 
bowels the saints have been refreshed thee, 
see, therefore, that the great Apostle the Gentiles, who 
made himself all all men order win all for Christ, 
realized that praising men was only furthering God’s 
work. 

the seventh book the Republic Plato states the seven 
virtues dispositions boy should have whom would 
train philosopher king. Love for the praise his father and 
master was one these. Plato felt that boy with such dis- 
position would have his mind set doing well order gain 
this coveted praise. Since the training continued until they 
were fifty years old, evidently did not wish waste time 
and energy boys who lacked the requisite qualities in- 
sure success. 

Quintilian, the Roman rhetorician, was the same mind 
regard praise. asked for the boy whom praise could 
stimulate, whom honor would delight, for the one who would 
weep when was unsuccessful and who could stung the 
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quick reproach. said that such boy could never 
apprehensive indifference. All teachers will agree with 
and Quintilian that only when boy can stimulated 
the praise hurt the blame his teachers and 
elders there any hope developing something good out 
him. the other hand, has been rightly said that when 
poy longer cares live the good opinion his mother 

late John Rockefeller owed much his success his 
business career his fine sense appreciation the 
others. one time one his partners made bad buy 
with loss one million dollars the firm. Instead 
criticizing the man severely others would have done 
congratulated him heartily because had done his best and 
had saved per cent the money had invested. was 
but natural that under treatment this kind men would put 
forth every effort deserving such understanding praise. 

see, therefore, that praise not universally regarded 
determined either God’s cause the conduct men. 
times may the only way reaching soul that for 
long has been deaf all other influences. Praise has way 
bringing about kindly feeling good will. And where good 
will exists everything possible. Hence, anyone who wishes 
exercise beneficial influence over others, especially over such 
are seemingly hard deal with, should make point 
foster appreciative attitude toward the efforts they put forth 
and occasionally voice his approval deserved word 

raise.

But may sure that takes only few such experiences, 
each one re-enforcing the other, affect child’s whole attitude toward 
the particular phase his interests which involved. (Mrs. Agnes 

Parents frequently bestow undue praise upon gifted child 
while the same time they ignore blame less talented 
one who does not measure certain standards excel- 
lence. such procedure they unconsciously are the greatest 
factors making problem out the less fortunate child. 
article entitled “We All Need Praise” the Reader’s 
Digest December, 1936, gives example this the case 
twin boys. One was very bright, the other seemingly 
mentally inferior. The psychoanalyst who undertook the task 
ascertaining the cause the child’s trouble found that 
felt people did not like him because whenever did anything 
they scowled, while they appreciated the results his brother’s 
efforts. The boys were separated much possible and put 
into different classes. The parents were told stop making 
comparisons and praise this boy for his own little accom- 
plishments. short time the boy was doing nicely. 

Praise used tactfully and judiciously motivating factor 
great help the teacher stimulating the minds the 
pupils and making them associate right conduct with com- 
mendation. That more effective than blame the learning 
process was apparently proved Elisabeth Hurlock, who 
compared the results learning groups children, one 
which was praised, the other blamed, and the third ignored. 
The results seemed show that both praise and blame were 
effective incentives; that within the groups inferior 
dren responded more praise and superior children more 
blame; and, whole, that praise was more effective for 
girls than for boys. The general conclusions the experimenter 
were follows: 

Increased accuracy was found only the work the children who 
were praised reproved. Reproof when first used, seemed 
about equal value praise, but with continued use its effectiveness 
showed decided decline. ignore children group where the other 
members are receiving some incentive psychologically 

Gilchrist had made similar experiment with college stu- 
dents with similar results. may, therefore, taken for 
granted that general praise more effective incentive 
the learning process because releases tension and gives 
feeling satisfaction which the mind can function freely 
and efficiently. 

The primary teacher particular must very generous 
the bestowal praise. Every little improvement, every effort 
advancement, especially the inferior child, should 
noted and commended. the child grows older will learn 
more and more rely upon the approval his own conscience, 
but the same time will still need praise help 
him over the hard places life. The praise, however, must 
different degree and more delicately applied than 
his earlier years. 

The wise teacher must have vigilant eye detect the 
good points her pupils, able give the needed 
words encouragement the opportune time and the 
proper manner the specific needs require. the training 
character praise most powerful factor since helps 
foster the pupil’s self-respect and often needs nothing 
much precisely this. must adapted the individual

The Problem Fiction 


And while (this being material 
world with many material problems 
which require practical, material sort 
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nonfiction collection) purchase 
nonfiction more with the discrimination 
careful scholarship than integra- 
tion the Faith, yet the problem re- 
gards fiction rather different. The 
question arises just what sort 
stories should purchase for our paro- 
chial-school libraries. And buying fic- 
tion recommend that limited 
titles that will deepen the Faith the 
children and train them Catholic 
mind and appreciation for Catholic 
literature.

and not educate our boys and 
girls the love for Catholic literature 
try make readers out them when 
they grow older.” Let let the local, 
public libraries buy Little Women and 
Tom Sawyer. The boys and girls can 
read them the public library, borrow 
them their library cards. has al- 
ways seemed unwise for Cath- 
olic school except, course, iso- 
lated, rural districts which different 
sort problem duplicate 
the common classics when they are ob- 
tainable the nearby library. seems 
equally unwise buy the ordinary 
run juvenile fiction when can 
likewise obtained the public library. 
feel that the part wisdom for 
concentrate picking and choos- 
ing for our children only those books 
that have distinctively Catholic con- 
tribution one form another. 
would place the shelves things that 
are good literary caliber but while 
would cater good readers, would 
not neglect shallow ones. would 
purchase fiction and literary non- 
fiction suit both types. For the facile 
reader and the intellectual one have 
always had with and they both need, 
each their own way, the literature 
their Church. With the limited funds 
which any school has spend its li- 
brary, and Catholic school not dif- 
ferent, this problem has handled 
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the light conditions. the student 
body mainly one high reading 
ability and scholarly home background, 
the titles should selected with that 
mind. one has the more usual hodge 
podge children, some bright, some 
dull, some exceptional home training, 
some with none, then one has balance 
the book selection for the fiction that 
all are served. But let base the buy- 
ing the foundation the Faith! 

Preservation the Faith find this 
statement: casual examination the 
first one hundred, leading Catholic 
writers this country reveals that 
per cent them are clergy and religious. 
Furthermore more detailed examina- 
tion will show that the per cent 
which represents the laity great propor- 
tion are converts. Thus, the born Cath- 
olic who does not enter the religious life 
contributes very little, today, Catholic 
literature.” may ask why and the 
answer given little farther along. 
“The convert, the person religion, are 
concerned with those books which treat 
the Faith. One cannot write sub- 
ject which one does not read and 
born Catholics not read Catholic 
generation from now that 
same statement can made truth- 
fully, then will serious and ter- 
rific indictment our parochial-school 
system. believe with Newman

Every high-school teacher and administrator, 
college teacher and administrator, well those charge 
school systems, will vitally interested and should

Today wish say some general things about this im- 
mensely significant report and shall return during the suc- 
ceeding months some the specific findings proposals. 

The report, the use carefully devised and revised 
multiple-choice tests, has given “an academic inventory” 
and the “academic growth the baccalaureate mind.” For 
those interested “tests and measurements” the report 
very significant although part our concern here. 
are interested not the technique but its results.

tudes praise, encouragement, and stimulation should

Antiquated schoolmarm!” and host other 
very forceful utterances too numerous 
record. Yes, and will agree the teaching 
English grammar revived and re- 
introduced according the very formalized 
procedure once prevalent our schools, 
when the teaching the technicalities 
English grammar was made end itself 
instead means, and very essential one, 
the fundamental and final objective all 
English teaching —the correct, clear, cogent 
expression one’s thoughts both oral and 
written speech. 

recall the time when class forty fifty 
pupils “chorused,” day and day out, week 
and week out, the six tenses the indica- 
tive, the four tenses the subjunctive, and 
the present imperative, active and passive 
voice. can remember, too, the very sen- 
tences our English books which were sub- 
jected the fire our English-grammar 
bombardment, the weapons attack being 
analyzing, diagraming, and parsing. can 
also recall how the siege was prolonged, and 
strategic tactics employed until pupils came 
off the victors, leaving the sentence horribly 
mutilated after their minute dissecting. The 
remains were generally interred the teacher 
her plan book, when, the end the week 
weeks, she recorded therein the section 
labeled “The above work Eng- 
lish grammar was taught and drilled on. Pupils 
memorized very well.” But there was men- 
tion its application daily-life speech, 
oral and written composition. 

Most sincerely regretted that our 
present-day pupils are unable bombard 
sentence after the old method English- 
grammar warfare when pupils were well drilled 
the technicalities formal English gram- 
mar. They may not have been such profuse 
“talkers” oral composition, but least they 
were equipped with the tools good speech. 

Today pupils have not the tools, best 
are but meagerly supplied. Teachers high- 
school and college English can wax eloquent 
this point. The remedy would revival 
the teaching English grammar the ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, not 
series isolated exercises the facts and 
formulas speech, not mere memory 
lessons and parrotlike recitations, not grammar 
for grammar’s sake, with little, any em- 
phasis, the practical application this 
knowledge everyday life, but all- 
necessary tool for the successful teaching 
oral and written composition which is, after 
all, applied English grammar. The old teaching 
was too formally formalized, with the result 
that this teaching grammar unrelated 
subject the curriculum did not function 
because was taught analytically. What 
needed very much today our schools 
revival the teaching technical grammar, 
teaching that will vitally taught 
not separate item the Engilsh cur- 
riculum with practical application but 
part the pupil’s daily-life language and in- 
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timately connected with every phase the 
teaching English, the all-important end 
all English teaching correct, clear, cogent 
speech. 

The question now arises what are the bene- 
fits derived from the teaching tech- 
nical English grammar? They are mil not 
applied. They are sixfold applied when 
taught: 


Correct usage language. 

Skill sentence building. 

Ability express one’s thoughts clearly. 

Ready comprehension the thoughts 
others.

course, the accomplishment these bene- 
fits depends the subject taught. 
that the teaching formal grammar 
was found ineffective. But why? Simply be- 
cause the subject was not made vital every- 
day speech. There were vigorous teaching and 
much memory work, but altogether too little 
application. result was dropped from 
the curriculum and the oral-composition era 
was ushered in. Strictly speaking this was not 
new, for were not explanation, reviews, and 
summaries always vogue our classrooms? 
But oral composition the high spot Eng- 
lish teaching was new. With the introduction 
the oral composition large scale into 
the English curriculum, pupils began 
practiced this art until was very much 
overdone. They were given full scope for 
“self-expression”; they were English. 
The giving oral compositions became the 
all-absorbing work the English classes; 
criticism-and-correction procedure the part 
the pupils accompanied it. The teaching 
technical grammar was incidental; gram- 
mar was caught. all realize that there 
are poor pitchers well poor catchers and 
the catching English depends upon the 
throw the pitcher. Pupils discussed topics 
various natures, and varied importance 
—they were “set free” the English class 
that self-expression could developed; 
they were longer fettered the shackles 
English grammar. This the age self- 
expression, unrestrained activity the 
classroom. Children must allowed select, 
choose, move about liberty. don’t 
advocate lock-step procedure the class- 
room but there was certain character train- 
ing the former routine procedure that this 
era self-expression and activity has failed 
develop. Children are the formative 
stage while school. They need training 
which will develop good strong characters. 
carried simultaneously with and 
through the medium school studies. Through 
the teaching religion, the moral and ethical 
codes indispensable the pupil’s life are 
supplied; through the teaching grammar, 
the code for correct and effective speech 
supplied; self-expression grammatically con- 
trolled. The teaching these two subjects 
should combine produce oral and written 
speech the good, the true, and the beautiful. 
Besides the inculcation moral and ethical 
ideals true linguistic growth will then result. 

Overemphasis the teaching composi- 
tion was accompanied the decline the 
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teaching English grammar. Grammar 
taught incidentally. this the 
with class that studying foreign lan- 
guage? Decidedly no! The teacher develops 
her pupils’ expression the language through 
training the essentials the its 
fundamental facts and rules, its 
English-speaking children are not born blessed 
with infallibly correct English.

Therefore the 
teaching English grammar cannot made 
incidental; cannot simply caught;

‘vigorously drilled on; and must in- 
sistently and continually applied all speech, 
whether oral written. 

Experience has taught that the 
teaching English grammar has failed 
clinch fundamental facts. Correct English 
drills were provided with the implication that 
correct English could taught. But here was 
the pitfall: Correct English taught not 
caught. Some may dispute this statement and 
maintain that children coming from homes 
where English spoken correctly will like- 
wise. But they know the why correct 
speech? Are they equipped instruct others 
the why their correct speech? Not 
their correct speech has only been 
There should inculcated our pupils love 
for the English language and desire speak 
correctly. Correct speech habits are formed 
the the teaching, the drilling, and 
the applying English grammar. 

Where should this work begin? The ideal 
condition would train children home 
soon they begin talk, but know 
that the school generally has begin the work 
English teaching. Before the child enters 
school, his incorrect expressions are generally 
considered cunning. When 
primary grade, the teacher must begin drill 
correct expression.

English grammar entirely neglected, but 
maintain that the training received today

Many obscure, hard-work- 
ing teacher who blessed with fund com- 
mon sense teaching has many sound 
methods bit old-fashioned maybe) which 
are producing very worth-while results. Some 
teachers admit that they are forced use 
methods that are proving vastly inferior 
those their past experience. They lament 
the loss their pupils are sustaining. New meth- 
ods generally come either from some educa- 
tional psychologist who has never had any 
actual experience the classroom, from 
school laboratory wherein the intellectually 
ideal pupil has been experimented with under 
ideal school conditions. The results are tab- 
ulated and come forth labeled the best, the 
most effective, the latest. Teachers sometimes 
choice; they must accept them.

Hints Teaching Plane Geometry 
Sister Devota, S.S.N.D. 


large percentage the pupils graduating 
from our high schools will never later life 
make practical use the subject matter 
taught geometry. What geometry will do, 
however, for any and every pupil, the 
taught correctly, give him 
training clear and logical reasoning. Regard- 
less the fact that “transfer training” 
seems have been proved some educators 
practically negligible, yet remains true 
that the art correct and sound reasoning 
can developed child, and that this 
training will definite value him when 
has finished his book learning. 

because geometry often taught 
manner that altogether purposeless, that 
said frequently: “What good will 
geometry the pupils? They will never use 
it.” True, only very few will use the subject 
matter taught, and the really fascinating 
study geometry abused teachers who 
allow, perhaps even insist, that the proofs 
the theorems memorized the pupils, 
then certainly the subject should crossed 
off the courses study. retain the memory, 
one surely would not resort proof 
geometric proposition, when there are lines 
poetry, biblical quotations, etc., mem- 
orized that will inspiration right liv- 
ing when recalled later life. The fact that 
geometry emphatically not course mem- 
ory training. taught correctly, however, 
stands among the various high-school courses 
today the subject par excellence for 
training the process clear 
reasoning. 

Bearing mind, then, that geometric 
proof never memorized, will en- 
deavor show how theorem plane geom- 
etry should presented and developed the 
classroom. Take, for example, the following 
theorem:

This not waste time, 
but valuable training how attack 
problem various reasonable ways until one 
found that brings results. the proof 
the theorem such nature that the class 
cannot reasonably expected find meth- 
proof without help, then not ask 
for suggestions, but proceed once give 
the class the first few steps the proof until 
have reached point from which the pupils 
can independently. the theorem 
question will not take long before pupil 
suggests the simplest and most common meth- 
proving equal ratios; namely, corres- 
ponding sides similar triangles. say the 
class, for example: 

The question now is: Can prove two 
triangles similar? so, will the proportion 
their corresponding sides give the proportion 
want? not, can we, perhaps, alternation 
inversion, transform the proportion arrive 
into what required.

now ask the pupils whether any them

Frequently, the beginning the year espe- 
cially, pupil wants know why cannot 
prove the theorem this way that. each 
case, show him what wrong with his meth- 
od. Generally has taken for granted what 
has not yet been proved, and this gives the 
opportunity bringing home him that only 
the accepted definitions, axioms, principles, 
and proved theorems with their consequent 
corollaries, may used building 
proof. 

When the discussion ended, quickly 
summarize the theorems informally that 
the pupils have the kernel the proof, 
were, mind. then open our texts see 
whether the theorem was proved the book 
carefully the text, using the figure the 
text, and check all statements and facts. The 
next day the class will expected demon- 
strate the proof the theorem the black- 
board. 

All this, outlined above, may seem 
take great deal time, but practice 
the development theorem this way 
rarely takes more than fifteen twenty 
minutes. Even though the entire hour should 
required before the class understands each 
step the proof clearly, the time would have 
been spent very profitably the pupils come 
out from the geometry class with increased 
ability attack problem sanely, and 
concise, strictly logical steps, arrive 
satisfactory solution. 

The presentation and development the 
theorem for the next day should take place 
the beginning the period. The rest the 
hour used for demonstration the previous 
day’s theorem the pupils, for follow-up 
work practical problems based the theor- 
ems question, and for review. 

the beginning this article stated that 
the proofs geometric theorems are not 
memorized. reiterate that statement. The 
only memory work required the statement 
the theorem itself, not the proof, and this 
ask the pupils for the reason that they 
will need the theorems their fingers’ tips 
order readily prove other theorems and 
work problems. When proofs geometry are 
memorized, pupils dislike the subject. One 
cannot blame them. But when clear thinking 
and logical reasoning are encouraged and in- 
sisted upon, pupils enjoy the study and one 
hears remarks from them such as: don’t 
know why, but like geometry.” The reason 
for the pupils’ favorable attitude 
logical proofs propositions developed 
neat, clear, thinking processes are satisfying 
the intellect, and such satisfaction 
higher type than that derived from mere 
memorization. fact not small number 
pupils come geometry class who have 
never before experienced the keen satisfaction 
that comes from reaching required conclu- 
sion through logical steps. Such pupils are 
thrilled this new intellectual experience.

delightful color harmonies, choice designs, and 
paintings soul and charm.

Creative art our schools has many specific 
advantages 

simplifies the presentation art for 
the class teacher and may taught the 
less gifted with excellent results. 

gives both talented and untalented 
children wonderful opportunity express 
their creative desire outward form. 

eliminates the setting studio 
models still life and plant forms, which 
used arrange laboriously, then wonder why 
Tommy Jimmy someone else, possibly 
the sixtieth seat, could not draw the teapot 
the soft, mellow lines just saw it. The 
fact that Tommy probably could not see 
anything except rows heads, saw the 
grouped still life such way that was not 
possible put paper. “Anyway,” Tommy 
might have thought, “what’s the use fun 
copying old teapot?” But ask any boy 
girl cut out sugar bowl, vase, 
teapot, poster, advertisement, just 
the kind they would choose: immediately the 
creative desire awakened. They cut here, 
they trim there, until they have shape which 
pleases them. the child’s creation and 
what joy results, what enthusiasm, what sus- 
tained 
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Creative art does not introduce the 
ellipse nor perspective with the vanishing 
points, eye level, nor the wearisome measuring 
with the string. Such advanced work far 
from suitable for the elementary grades, but 
principle perspective may applied 
objects far away which appear small and 
objects close which appear large. First-mode 
perspective (used architects layouts) 
within reach the comprehension all chil- 
dren and may developed charming 
style. Examine some the great artists’ 
works; for example, those Cezanne and 
Van Gogh. They failed the technical side 
perhaps but art, iron bound rules, with 
rules the end, will never full that 
exuberant charm and bubbling gayety that 
find Cezanne’s work. 

Creative-art instruction excludes any 
finished model pinned before the class. The 
teacher illustrates points the blackboard, 
draws suggestive helps, states certain requisites 
for the work hand, and the pupils develop 


the assignment themselves, adding they 
work. the primary grades the instructor 
and the class together carry out the mechanical 
part the lesson, but even here large 
amount the individual child’s personality 
enters into the picture. truly astonishing 
how much the pupil’s work reflects his own 
character, unfolds his own interpretation. 

When the art time limited one hour 
each week, art principles worked out draw- 
ing and paper cutting for form and arrange- 
ment will usurp that time completely. Until 
possible have more time, let teach 
the foundation art thoroughly and com- 
petently. Correlation with other subjects 
the curriculum should not permit infringe- 
ment upon the time the art period. 

“Well,” someone will sigh, group- 
ings still life for the pupils see, rules 
about perspective with its.vanishing points, its 
eye level, lessons the ellipse above and 
below and eye level, painted model 
the teacher give the pupils some idea 
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what do! Really, that seems such ex- 
treme way present art!” 

Yes, truly must admitted such pres- 
entation does sound drastic, going, apparently, 
from one extreme another. But creative art 
appears that light only because its charm- 
ing simplicity has never been understood 
clearly nor practiced fully. Once realized and 
followed with enthusiasm 
this method has proved unfailing 
source delight the art period any 
grade.

Have you ever stopped definitely estimate 
the cost drawing material used pupil 
during the school year? the first two grades 
the cost does not exceed fifteen cents for wax 
crayons, paste, and paper. From the third 
the sixth grades, fifty cents for water colors, 
three primary colors and black; seventh 
and eighth grades, seventy cents for eight 
colors paints. 

Paper, good quality wax crayons (eight 
colors), paints, paste, and scissors are the only 
things essential for the art period. This period 
limited one hour per week cannot include 
industrial art nor picture study. neither 
feasible nor sensible model our courses 
art the public-school system nor pos- 
sible follow this fad that fad art edu- 
cation; but should adjust, sift, reconstruct 
our foundation work the trend modern 
art teaching meet the needs the child 
today. Creative art does all this. 


The Teacher’s Preparation

Rhythm

ance, where the main design may near the 
center the paper but with irregular group- 
ings either side. bouquet flowers, 
where the flowers may grouped pleasing 
arrangements without equal spacing balance 
either side good example Occult 
Balance. This type balance more difficult 
attain, but charming and delightful. Jap- 
anese art supplies many examples rare at- 
tainments Occult Balance.

Simplicity 
form, color, and arrangement sound the note 
harmony. Stress continually large simple 
forms fill well the picture space. 

Proportion means the fitting the objects 
drawn the space the picture pleasing 
lengths and widths. the object selected 
tall, stately, the paper would used the 
distance, the horizontal way the paper 
would selected. this connection, may 
incidentally speak perspective. Objects far 
away are small proportion those close 
hand the foreground the picture 
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Rhythm produced repetition. know 
music that the dull monotony one note 
even beat far from pleasing. Art, too, 
has rhythm uneven measures; this effect 
accomplished placing objects com- 
position grouped variety and spacing which 
lends fantasy and charm. Repetition design 
all-over pattern border arrangement 
corresponds the even rhythm music. 

These few foundation points art for the 
general class teacher will serve brief out- 
line the really essential points and should 
made the teacher’s very own. There are 
books and books dealing with art principles 
for those specializing art and for those who 
the side wish broaden their knowledge 
and delve deeper into this fascinating study.

may use object drawing, design, lettering, 
pictorial illustration, poster lay- 
outs, all proper sequence.

Those who 
have specialized art, its forms and types 
presentation, and are supported with actual 
working experience high schools and col- 
leges all sizes and conditions will capable 
building course study aid the class 
teacher. impossible here into detail 
regarding graded lessons but hope that the 
following outline will assistance.

fied behind his thick castle walls light gray 
stone located high inaccessible promon- 
tory. Its numerous round peaked towers, and 
its graceful lines proved the artistic nature 
the French even those early days. Many 
brave knights gathered around the peerless 
Charles Sir Lancelot Dijon, Sir Pierre the 
Strong, Sir Jute Lorrain, Sir Roland the 
Brave, Sir Wiliam the Protector, and Sir

drawbridge. Richard was ably assisted his 
defense this great stronghold Sir Cuth- 
bert the Noble, Sir Edger the Happy, Sir 
Godwin the Fighter, Sir Herbert the Glorious, 
and Sir Edward the Kind. 

Each knight was given certain section 
the castle for his own. it, kept record 
his knightly achievements book reports. 
knight read more books than his king, 
immediately became king. The king and his 
knights all worked together, conquer some 
other king and make him, with his men their 
vassals. This, besides accurately carrying out 
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the feudal idea provided strong incentive 
for more and more reading. From the begin- 
ning, Brian led with Knight Hugh close 
second. Then Alaric made fine showing for 
several weeks, with Charles coming second, 
and Brian third. their enthusiasm Charles’s 
knights composed war song telling their 
proposed victory over Alaric. This stung 
Alaric’s knights that they stopped reading for 
few days write letter retaliation. The 
Gaels, with Hugh, Duke Killarney, the 
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lead, completely overpowered read more 
books —the greater numbers Charles and 
Alaric, and thus gained control the book- 
reading contest. The gallant Hugh who refused 
take the crown Brian Boromiah, although 
had long since outread him, forced Alaric, 
Harold, Ogier, brave Richard, and the 
Peerless Charles take the oath fealty 
Brian. Hugh, Duke Killarney, was lauded 
the bravest hero all time for, had 
read forty-eight history books four months.

Butterflies 
Nature Study Unit for Primary Grades 
Sister Barbara Ann, C.D.P. 


How Came About 


very interesting unit work centered 
about the study the butterflies developed 
after the class visited the park where they saw 
various butterflies about the flowers. our 
discussion list many kinds butterflies 
were mentioned. The numerous facts related 
the children, together with few leading 
suggestions the teacher, aroused interest 
the class study more about the life 
butterfly and the different kinds butterflies. 


Procedure 


soon the children had decided that 
they would like study about butterflies, they 
purchased box containing glass covering 
which they used specimen box for their 
collection. was suggested that each child 
the lookout for butterflies. From stories 
the children had read and suggestions from 
one another, list various butterflies was 
made which was allowed remain the 
board several days they might refer 
frequently. 

Several class discussions and oral-language 
periods were devoted this study. After 
much reference reading, the class learned the 
different stages the life the butterfly 
which may divided into the following: 


Stage Egg 


The mother butterfly lays her egg the 
young, tender leaves plant. The mother 
butterfly pays attention her children 
once they are hatched, but she does take 
special care depositing her eggs par- 
ticular plant tree that she knows her young 
will feed upon. There are some butterflies that 
not see very well, but their sense smell 
keen that guides them the right 
plant. Some eggs are laid singly, some are laid 
clusters and others are laid masses. The 
mother butterfly lays great number eggs 
and from these are hatched tiny wormlike 
grubs called caterpillars. 


Stage Caterpillar Larva 


When the eggs hatch, out them come the 
caterpillars the larvae. The caterpillars grow 
rapidly and shed their skins rapidly. They 
have one job and that eat. They are very 
greedy creatures and nothing but eat and 
fill their stomach full they can. This 
food stored the body the form 
fat, and used build wings, legs, etc. 
they grow their skin becomes too small. rips 
along their back and they emerge new one. 


Stage Pupa Chrysalis 


several weeks steady eating and 
growing, the caterpillars larvae suddenly 
stop and crawl into twig. For some time 
(weeks months) the pupa 
sleeps and during this time complete change 
takes place inside the chrysalis. Different 
caterpillars get ready for their pupa stage 
different ways. Some them spin tiny silk 
mats the underside leaf, twig 
some sheltered spot. They fasten them- 


selves these silk mats and hang quietly 
while their bodies change and their wings 
grow. When the butterfly emerges from the 
chrysalid skin, sits still for some hours 
order let its thin, moist, crumpled wings 
spread out. first the wings are soft and 
moist and are folded close the body, but 
soon the air strikes them, they expand 
and stiffen and within few hours the butter- 
fly will fly away search nectar. 


Stage Butterfly 


takes many weeks for butterfly 
through the various stages. Most the but- 
terflies fly during the daytime and sleep during

the night. butterfly, after the fourth stage 
its life has long slender body, two feelers, 
and six slender and fragile-looking legs. the 
middle section the body are two pairs 
broad wings covered with tiny scales. These 
scales give the wings their beautiful color. 
Their mouth consists long slender sucking 
tube which used get the sweet nectar 
from the flowers this all that the full- 
grown insects live on.

Note: Some these experiments seem too 
hard for the average little child but reality 
not so. providing the materials, which 
really are not expensive, the children can work 
them over and over until they really under- 
stand the principle back each.

worth grandparents. “Across its antique portico, 
tall poplar trees their shadows throw” today, for 
this first brick house Portland maintains its 
spacious dignity walled garden despite street 
cars rattling past the door. the poet’s den, his 
desk stands between two windows from which 
watched certain “Rainy Day,” and was in- 
spired write his cheer-up-and-live advice: 
“Be still, sad heart! and cease repining; 

Behind the clouds the sun still shining.” 

Bowdoin College Brunswick, Maine, sheltered 
two stages Longfellow’s career—his student 
days and his debut language teacher. His 
home for while was the elm-shaded house 
Federal Street facing the campus. 

The true Longfellow flavor, however, rich and 
homely cream, concentrated the Craigie- 
Longfellow House, 105 Brattle Street, Cambridge 
enough Boston for the poet “walk 
town” with many meditative stop the 
bridge midnight think “care-encumbered 
men.” square, yellow house with white pillars 
and roof railing, Longfellow occupied what had 
once been General Washington’s room, then 
turned over the three “blue-eyed banditti” 
who regularly robbed their father’s busy day 
“the Children’s Hour.” Here listened “Voices 
the Night,” and prophesied with boldness 
that has echoed through school rooms fifteen 
languages: 

“Life real! Life earnest! 
And the grave not its goal.” 
Blacksmith’s Spreading Chestnut Tree Chopped 

into Poet’s Armchair 

Pupils today may expect gasoline filling sta- 
tions spare the “spreading chestnut tree” where 
“the village smithy stands.” But widen Brattle 


age, the tree was felled. Local school children 
presented pieces the poet armchair 
for his study. 

The region where Longfellow spent his life 
portrayed with few revisions. New 
England made place high principles, grim 
tragedy, and strenuous patriotism. The gale-tossed 
schooner Hesperus, wrecked the dark rocks 
called Norman’s Woe, still haunts Gloucester 
Harbor waters, although black bell buoy now 
guards the reef. April moonlight Boston 
tense with the watchfulness the Revolution’s 
own messenger boy, Revere. 

Plymouth was scene friendship, stanch 
the storied Rock, between girl-shy Standish 
and John Alden, Longfellow’s ancestor. But 
spite all the Puritanism Plymouth, Long- 
fellow and Priscilla gathered enough unmaidenly 
courage urge, “Why don’t you speak for your- 
self, John?” 

flavor “ampler hospitality” lives today 
the Wayside Inn, the old Boston Post Road 
outside the town Sudbury. Poetry has rescued 
this inn that commerce was neglecting, and to- 
day still “the Red Horse prances the sign.” 

Looking down the South from far above 
the Mason-Dixon line, Longfellow portrayed 
region populated mainly mournful slaves, 
who either sang psalms midnight, dreamed 
Africa and died instead wielding the sickle 
ungathered rice. Geographical feature was for 
him the Dismal Swamp Virginia, where escap- 
ing slaves hid from bloodhounds. 

His farthest westward venture was into the 
Hiawatha country, “by the shores Gitche 
shining Big-Sea-Water Lake 
Superior. There wigwam Nokomis near 
the black and gloomy pine trees, where little 


Hiawatha was rocked his 
bedded soft moss and rushes.” the Indian 
hero today should set out “in his birch canoe 
exulting” catch Mishe-Nahma, King Fishes 
(the sturgeon), might have difficulty steering 
clear lake barges. 

That Hiawatha did live there once proved, 
according Longfellow, the desert strip 
great sand dunes, from over 100 feet high, 
along the lake shore. They were created when 
Pau-Puk-Keewis dancing Hiawatha’s wedding 
started whirlwind. 

Longfellow’s “Evangeline zone” stretches from 
the Canadian village Grand Pré southward 
along the Mississippi the Bayou Teche region 
the “Eden Louisiana.” High spots along 
the way are the Ozark Mountains, Lake 
Atchafalaya, where the separated lovers just 
missed each other’s boats, 
where Evangeline finally found and died. 

Shorter stories came back with Longfellow 
from his three trips Europe. watched and 
wrote his way through Spain, Belgium 
(illustration, inside cover), The Netherlands, 
down the Rhine through Germany, over Switzer- 
land, Italy, and the Scandinavian countries. 
still England—in effigy, the 
Corner Westminster Abbey. 

His travels ended did his work Mount 
Auburn Cemetery Cambridge, the final
